Washington—Discussion of the pro- 


pos-jd amendment to the federal con- 
stitution to eliminate the short ses- 
sion o£ congress and to avoid filibust- 
ers has revealed that opinion on this 
subject in the house is by no means 
us unanimous as it was in the senate. 


In fact the amendments suggested 


by tile house are such that they may 
brine; about a considerable debate in 
the senate when the conference re- 


^port is brought in. 
This is because 


the main idea back of the proposed 
nnienrlment was to make it possible 
for congress to begin in January and 
sit continuously for two years if nee- 
e.u.«ary so that there would be no spe- 
cial point in beginning a filibuster as 
is now the case, when it is known 
congress must adjourn on a certain 
day. 


REMOVES "LAME DUCK" 


The proposal being discussed in the 


house moves the expiration date from 
March -t to May 4 for every other year 
so that a congress goes out of oflicc 
in May and spends until November 
in an effort to set re-elected and then 
the sessions are resumed -n January. 
The advantage of this arrangement 
of course, as argued by the champions 
of the resolutions is that the so-called 
"lame duck" will be removed from 
power. A "lame duck" has been tip- 
Plied to describe members who un 
fier the present system are defea1.ec 
at the polls in November, b«t who 
take their seats 'in December of Ihe 
same'year and vote on pending fines' 
tions and do not leave congress actu 
;':ly until March 4. 
Sometimes too 


when no special session has been call- 
ed, a member elected in November of 
:i. certain year will not take office un- 
til December of the following year 
This lapse of thirteen months is con- 
sidered a. disadvantage because if an 
issue has been decided in 011 election, 
the people do not have an opportuni- 
ty to have their newly chosen repre- 
sentatives vote on that issue for more 
than a year.

THE POT BEGINS TO BOIL 


When Italy and Austria signed a peace 


pact some nine years ago Austria was di- 
vested of certain territory which was at- 
tached to Italy, the inhabitants of which 
territory are of Teutonic blood, speak the 
German language and should never have 
been forced into the sovereignty of the 
Italian monarch without their consent. 


Situations such as this foment trouble, 


trouble that will not down, trouble that 
lasts through generations and centuries, 
growing greater every day. The situation 
is no different than that which once at- 
tached to Poland) dismembered as it was 
by Prussia, Austria and Russia, kept un- 
der an iron heel, subjected to every effort 
to throttle its nationalism. The plan did 
not work. It failed even at a time when 
sterner and harsher methods prevailed 
than now. The same situation concerned 
Alsace-Lorraine, a territory that has been 
bandied back and forth between warring 
factions for centuries, but French people 
could not be made German and German 
people cannot be made French. The same 
sort of situation inspired the 
muddle- 


headed assassin of Sarajevo who shot the 
Austrian Grand Duke and his wife and 
whose deed precipitated the World War. 


The inhabitants of the Austrian Tyrol 


do not want the Italian language, the 
Italian government, Italian newspapers, 
Italian ideals, any more than the English 
or the Irish want them or any more than 
the Italians want German nationalism. 
When laws are enacted to force national- 
ism upon a people, clashes are bouijd to 
occur. It is a favorite pastime for Italian 
politicians to blame the resentment of the 
residents of Austrian Tyrol, their resist- 
ance to Italian repressive measures, upon 
the government at Vienna. Mussolini, ris- 
ing in the chamber of deputies at Rome 
the other day, said: "This is the last time 
I shall speak on the Tyrol question; next 
time it will be deeds." What can be meant 
by such a statement excepting war? Such 
an expression only serves to make a bad 
situation worse, is but fuel for the angry 
flames of fire. It would not be uttered by 
a statesman. 
Threats are the common 


expressions of fire brands. 


There is little wonder that 
Austria 


longs for union with the stronger state of 
Germany. Dismembered as it has been it 
could not stand alone against Italy. Oth- 
ers, before Italy, have longed for "der 
tag". They got it. If the Italians can read 
history they may easily learn what to ex- 
pect if this sort of a situation is kept up. 


GENEROUS AUTHOR 


Thomas Hardy, the English novelist 


and poet, left in his will a request that his 
complete poems, the favorite work of his 
latter years, should be published "at a 
reasonable price, so as to be within the 
reach of the poorer readers." 


This attitude is calculated to warm the 


hearts of many readers. Not that there is 
any overwhelming demand for Hardy's 
poems. But the practice of poets nowa- 
days—aided and abetted by their publish- 
ers—is to publish little dabs of poetry in 
many separate volumes, so that any par- 
ticular poem is hard to find, and their 
complete works cost almost enough to 
stock a small library, until after the copy- 
right has expired. Anyone who ever tried 
to buy poems in the author's lifetime 
knows how that is 


Mark Twain tried to make this situa- 


tion still worse by persistently demand- 
ing a perpetual copyright for hooks. All 
books which are, or should be, popular 
ought to be sold in cheaper editions for 
those who want them, as in Europe. Our 
publishing business is very slow to see 
the merit of cheap quantity production.

THE ORIGINAL MODEL 


YES. YOU HAVE RHINITIS 


Chronic, that Is prolonged, lowgrade inflammation 


of the lining membrane of the nose chambers is 
what I mean when I say rhinitis. Some of the old 
timers used this term rhinitis to signify acute in- 
flammation in the nasal lining, but that is more 
generally Known as coryza nowadays. 
Chronic- 


rhinitis is perhaps second only to dental caries 
(tooth decay, cavity) in range of occurrence among 
civilized people. As indicated in a previous talk, 
chronic rhinitis accounts for a great deal of the 
popular misconception that a draft or a sudden 
change of temperature, weather, clothing, etc., may 
make 
one ill. Most of our old time doctors and 
present health commissioners who still uphold the 
popular misconception are incapable of recognizing 
or diagnosing chronic rhinitis in any case, and per- 
haps that explains why I have very little respect 
for their views and teachings about this vital ques- 
tion of hygiene. Too many of these old fogies get 
by on just intuition in lieu of diagnostic ability. 
But Mr. Barnum was right. The average victim 
of chronic rhinitis likes to have his doctor imply 
that it is a little catarrhal condition, a joke a doc- 
tor never cracks if he has taken a peep into the 
patient's nasal cavity. 


One drawback about having chronic rhinitis is 
that we distinguish and classify several varieties of 
it, and the successful treatment depends upon a nice 
distinction of the particular variety the patient hap- 
pens to have. Maybe a certain amount of benefit 
may be given by a blind treatment for chronic 
rhinitis regardless of the type of trouble in the par- 
ticular case. If the patient wants lasting relief it 
is essential that the doctor determine the type of 
rhinitis he has to deal with. Simple chronic rhinitis 
responds to treatment which would be scarcely suf- 
ficient in chronic hypertrophic rhinitis ,and rem- 
edies that do good in chronic hypertrophic rhinitis 
are likely to do harm in chronic atrophic rhinitis. 
Then there is the occasional chronic hyperesthetic 
rhinitis reauiring entirely different management 
from any of the other types, and the intumescent 
chronic 
rhinitis, which is something else again. 


Ozena is still another form demanding- still another 
treatment—ozena is from a Greek word meaning 
stench. Chronic purulent rhinitis constitutes a dis- 
tinct type that -challenges the diagnostic acumen 
and therapeutic resources of the doctor. 


This recital by no means covers the field. I merely 


mention some of the familiar types of chronic rhin- 
itis in order to impress the reader with the impor- 
tance of this extremely common and oft neglected 
condition, and to warn victims of chronic rhinitis 
against the free and easy practice'of many physi- 
cians in dismissing such patients with some worth- 
less spray or other inadequate advice. 


In view of the excessive prevalence of respira- 
tory infections—illness- from this class of diseases 
is responsible for three-fourths of the routine prac- 
tice of physicians everywhere—I believe that the 
Physician who fails to give his patient a" proper

nose and throat examination and the special treat- 
ment the individual condition demands—is unworthy 
of confidence. This amounts to condemnation of a 
lot of successful doctors, but as we go along you 
will see, I hope, that I mean it.

Fruits and Stones 


Noting your comment about fruits and kidney 


stone, may I ask whether orange, lemon, grape- 
fruit juices are harmful or beneficial in gallstone 
trouble? Is olive oil beneficial? (W. M. P.) 


In one of your answers you said orange and other 


acid fruits are rather beneficial in cases of kidney 
stone or stone in bladder, but you made no reference 
to gallstones. Does this imply that the acid fruits 
should not be eaten if one has gallstones? (Mrs 
S. E.) 


Answer—In the answer referred to I did say that 


such fruits are as a rule beneficial for one with kid- 
ney or bladder stone or so called gravel, and I ad- 
ded that this had no reference to gallstones. Have 
to keep things shaved down to lit available space. 
By this answer I meant to imply that these acid 
fruits tend to make the blood more alkaline and the 
urine less acid and to prevent the formation of 
stones in the urinary tract. But the formation of 
stones in the bile tract is an entirely different thing 
and so far as I know the acid fruits have no bear- 
ing on it one way or the other. Perhaps such fruits 
tend to kceo the bile thin and are therefor de- 
sirable in the diet of one with gallstones or a ten- 
dency toward such trouble. Olive oil has no effect 
on gallstones.

WHERE HUGHES DREW THE 


LINE 


Charles E. Hughes will be 66 years 


old at the time of the next inaugura- 
tion, and will attain his C7th birthday 
within a few weeks thereafter. While 
he did not sayj.so, it may be assumed 
that he draws.'the line of presidential 
availability at about 65 years. Having 
served 8 years, Mr. Hughes would be 
almost 75 years of age. 


Now of the fifteen men who are 


most talked of in connection with the 
presidential nominations of their par- 
ties, eight will be over 60 years of 
age at the time of the next inaugura- 


tion, March 4, 1929. Thirteen of them 
will be above the average inaugural 
age of past Presidents, and. only five 
of them will be 57 or under — and 57 
is decidedly above that average. 


Senator Charles Curtis, of Kansas 


is the dean of the 1928 presidential 
corps. On March 4, 1929, he will be 
69 years of age, which, should he be 
nominated and elected, would make 
him the oldest President in history. 
He would be 77 at the expiration of 
an S-year service. No President has 
been 69 years at the time of his in- 
duction into' office.

The average age at death of the fif- 


teen Presidents prior to the Civil War 
was 73.8 years, while that of 
the 


twelve deceased Presidents since the 
Civil War was 61.67 years, it is shown 
Those in the first group lived on the 
average of 1.35 years in excess of their 
life expectancy at the time of their 
assuming office, while those 
of 
the 


second group lived an average of 8.81 
years less than their life expectancy 
when they were Inaugurated. Of the 
first group, nine lived to exceed their 
life expectations at accession; of the 
second only one, Cleveland, lived his 
normal expectancy. 


On the whole, however, the Presi- 


dents have not been short-lived, the 
average age at death of the twenty- 
seven who have died being C8.41 
years. Former President Taft was 70 
last September, and is still hale and 
hearty, and President Coolidge nor- 
mally has many years ahead of him, 
so they will bring up the average. 


The twenty-seven deceased Presi- 


dents had an aggregate life expectan- 
cy of 373.14 years when they were 
inaugurated; they actually lived 458.- 
40 years.

"The eiiltivation of small fruit is of 


special interest to both the beginner 
with limited capital and to the farm- 
^r living near large cities but having- 
small acreage. Under these conditions, 
small fruits generally net a larger 
profit per acre than can be obtained 
with tho general farm crops. Con- 
sequently, the berry industry is often 
developed to a marked extent on the 
high priced land near the cities. An- 
other advantage of a location 
near 


the markets is that pickers can be 
readily obtained.

rate the utilities commission of Idaho 
is basing complaint to the interstate 
commerce

The state railroad commission took 


no part in the testimony in hearings 
that established this rate, but watched 
the proceedings with interest 
while 


the other repersentatives of AVisconsin 
were before the interstate commerce 
bodj-, it was said there today. 


The rates arc a part of thc national 


commission's rulings that were 
thc 


result of the "Southwest Investigation 
of rates," carried on by the commis- 
sion for several years. Orders out of 
those hearings which were issued Ap- 
ril 5, 1927, are not all effective as yet, 
awaiting publication. Among them is 
the potato rate question. 


Apparently in an attempt to have 


the rate changed before it becomes ef- 
fective by publication, the Idaho com- 
mission remonstrated to the interstate 
body, holding that the rate between 
certain points in "Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota^ to points in Oklahoma, Texas,

PATHOLOGiSTS FIND 


APPLE SCAB CURE 


Effective Means of Combat- 


ting Disease Worked Out at 
Experiment Stations 


jMadison —(XP)—Effective means of 


combatting apple scab, even in ex- 
tremely wet spring seasons, have been 
developed by plant pathologists work- 
ing at the experiment 
stations 
in 


Madison and Sturgeon Bay. 


Two additional spraying 
periods, 


during which danger from loss to the 
crop from 
apple scab may be 
de- 


creased, have been discovered, accord- 
ing to Tt. E. Vaughan, pathologist as 
the college of agriculture. 


These two stages are known as thc 


"green tip" and "closed cluster" and 
are earlier than the pink bud htage, 
which was formerly the earliest stage 
a.t which spraying was recommended. 


It is still sufficient to spray thc ap- 


ple trees first during the "pink bud" 
stage, Mr. Vaughan says, in dry sea; 
sons. 
But in wet springs, such 
as 


AVisconsin farmers and fruit men ex- 
perienced last year, it is well to spray 
during the two earlier pei'iods. 


Tho loss of the apple crop of 
the 


.state last year from scab was great, he 
.says, and there was about 70 per cent 
of infection in orchards which were 
not sprayed before the pink bud stage. 


The four spraying periods formerly 


recommended by plant 
pathologists 


aro the pink bud, calyz, ton-day and 
summer spray stages. 
Orchardists 


recommend that the fruit growers still 
spray in these stages, but that they 
add to them the green tip and closed 
cluster stage, especially if the season 
is wet.

HERE is no true beauty where 
there is not coirect proportion. 
In the human form, the head, 


iicck, torso, limbs, 
hands and feet 


should bear an artistically correct ra- 
tio toward each other as the founda- 
tion of all other beauty. 
An instinc- 
tive sense of proportion expresses it- 
self when yon remark thar a certain 
person has too long or too short a 
Jieck. too small a head, or that she is 
too stout, which is another way of 
saying that she is too broad for her 
length.
